1. The following plan is proposed for the establishment 
of a TALENT control and processing area at the National 
Technical Processing Center (NTPC) for the explicit purpose 
of processing TALENT ELINT material: 


tapes, dally mission reports, and associated 
flight data to be received directly by the NTPC from AQUATONE 
Headquarters. After necessary processing, reports and 
similar data to be disseminated to the community will be 
stamped "TALENT" and controlled in accordance with the pro- 

TALENT Control System Manual. These products 
will be disseminated through the control and courier facili- 
ties located within the HTAUTOMAT. The procedures for con- 
trolling and disseminating these materials tobe worked out 
between this office, and the designated TALENT Control Officer 
at the NTPC as well as representatives of HTAUTOMAT. 

^ Lt.(jg) Dennis C. Harris, USNR, will be 

designated as TALENT Control Officer at the NTPC and will be 
responsible for all TALENT Control Officer functions at that 
installation. 


c. Colonel Andrew E. McDavid, Commander, NTPC, 
is designated as TALENT Security Officer for the NTPC and 
will perform this function with respect to that installa- 
tion only.

2. The NTPC is presently established in a buHding which 
requires an NSA badge for access. TALENT materials will be 
stored and exposed, and processed only within a compartmented 
area of this building which is restricted in such manner as to
